GENERAL RULES 


1 Entries close February 28th. The Committee re- 
serves the right to limit the entries depending 
on the facilities available to handle the show, 
approximately 250 head. 

2. Entries limited to following Iowa and Illinois 
counties: Iowa— Cedar, Clinton, Des Moines, 
Henry, Jackson, Johnson, Jones, Linn, Louisa, 
Muscatine, Scott and Washington. Illinois— 
Bureau, Carroll, Henry, Knox, Mercer, Rock 
Island, Stark, Warren and Whiteside. 

3. Entries open to purebred, grade, or crossbred 
barrows or gilts that have been fed for market, 
and are the property of active 4-H or FFA mem¬ 
bers or swine producers in the counties listed 

, above. 

4. Each exhibitor may enter 2 hogs weighing from 
190 to 2-10 inclusive. Hogs over and under these 
weights will not be allowed in the pens. 

5. Hogs will be shown in one division (OPEN) and 
two weight classes (190 to 220) and (221 to 240). 

6. Hogs will be numbered with enamel and the use 
of oil or powder before or after numbering is 
strictly prohibited. 

7. This is “THE SHOW WHERE THE HOG 
SHOWS ITSELF”. No exhibitor will be allowed 
in the show ring. Hogs will be handled by spe- 
C! al handlers under the supervision of the judges. 

8. Hogs will be judged strictly from the stand- 
pomt of market desirability and will be run 
through the ring one at a time and classified by 
tne judges as: No. 1 Meaty, No. 2 Average, No. 
i Over Fat, or Medium Under Finished. 

9- After the hogs have been classified, and the 
t0 P ten in each class placed, the grand champion 
and reserve grand champion of the show will be 
Picked from the first and second place hogs in 
ea ch class. All hogs will then be slaughtered 
a nd entered in the Carcass Contest to be dis¬ 
played & discussed Saturday morning March 12. 

19- Hogs will be sold at the weight they weighed 
°ver the show scales, using the average Daven¬ 
port price for weight of March 7th, 8th, 9th as 
the base selling price and using the live classifi¬ 
cation as follows: 

No. l Meaty — $1.00 per cwt. above base 
hjo. 2 Average — $.25 per cwt. above base 
hj_o. 3 Over Fat — $.50 per cwt. below base 
Medium Under Finished — $.25 cwt. above base 

Exhibitors may consign their hogs to any buyer 
they wish. 

tSach exhibitor is responsible for getting their 
entries to the show building when their entry 
hhmber is announced. Each exhibitor must fur¬ 
bish feed and bedding for their hogs. 


GENERAL RULES (cont’d) 

13 Exhibitors are responsible for their hogs until 
shown. After hogs are shown they will be taken 
to the Oscar Mayer & Co. plant for slaughter 
and carcass contest. 

14 Onlv hogs shown in the live hog show will be 
eligible for the Carcass Contest and hogs in the 
live hog show must compete in the Carcass 
Contest. 

15. Exhibitors will receive, with the check for their 
hogs, the available cut-outs and mwsu 
of the top hogs in the live hog show 
Carcass Contest.
